ant to this section shall not prejudice his status as such member of 
such reserve component: And provided further, That any person 
who was a member of a reserve component on June 25, 1950, and 
who thereafter continued to serve satisfactorily in such reserve 
component, shall, if his application for active duty made pursuant 
to this paragraph is denied, be deferred from induction under this 
title until such time as he is ordered to active duty or ceases to 
serve satisfactorily in such reserve component.

Sec. 6. * * * (b) * * * (2) No person who served 
honorably on active duty between September 16, 1940, and the 
date of enactment of this title (24 June 1948)* for a period of 
90 days or more but less than 12 months in the Army, the Air 
Force, the Navy, the Marine Corps, the Coast Guard, the Public 
Health Service, or the armed forces of any country allied with the 
United States in World War II prior to September 2, 1945, shall 
be liable for induction for training and service under this title, 
except after a declaration of war or national emergency made by 
the Congress subsequent to the date of enactment of this title, if— 


(A) the local board determines that he is regularly enlisted or 
commissioned in any organized unit of a reserve component of the 
armed force, in which he served, provided such unit is reasonably 
accessible to such person without unduly interrupting his normal 
pursuits and activities (including attendance at a college or uni- 
versity in which he is regularly enrolled), or in a reserve compo- 
nent (other than in an organized unit) of such armed force in 
any case in which enlistment or commission in an organized unit 
of a reserve component of such armed force is not available to 
him; or 

(B) the local board determines that enlistment or commission 
in a reserve component of such armed force is not available to him 
or that he has voluntarily enlisted or accepted appointment in an 
organized unit of a reserve component of an armed force other 
than the armed force in which he served. 


Nothing in this paragraph shall be deemed to be applicable to 
any person to whom paragraph (1) of this subsection is applicable.

(c) (1) Persons who, on 1 February 1951,” were members of 
organized units of the federally recognized National Guard, the 
federally recognized Air National Guard, the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, the Regular Army Reserve, the Air Force Reserve, the 
Enlisted Reserve Corps, the Naval Reserve, the Marine Corps 
Reserve, the Coast Guard Reserve, or the Public Health Service 
Reserve, shall, so long as they continue to be such members and 
satisfactorily participate in scheduled drills and training periods 
as prescribed by the Secretary of Defense, be exempt from train- 
ing and service by induction under the provisions of this title, 
but shall not be exempt from registration unless on active duty. 


(2) (A) In any case in which the Governor of any State deter- 
mines and issues a proclamation to the effect that the authorized 
strength of any organized unit of the National Guard of his State 
cannot be maintained by the enlistment or appointment of persons 
referred to in subsection 6 (b) (2) or persons who are not liable 
for training and service under this title, any person who prior to 
attaining the age of 18 years and 6 months, prior to the determina- 
tion by the Secretary of Defense that adequate trained personnel 
are available to the National Guard to enable it to maintain its 
strength authorized by current appropriations, and prior to the 
issuance of orders for him to report for induction, enlists or ac- 
cepts appointment in any such organized unit shall be deferred 
from training and service under this title so long as he continues 
to serve satisfactorily as a member of such organized unit.

(d) (1) Within such numbers as may be prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of Defense, any person who (A) has been or may hereafter 
be selected for enrollment or continuance in the senior division, 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, or the Air Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps, or the Naval Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, or 
the Naval and Marine Corps officer candidate training program 
established by the Act of August 13, 1946 (60 Stat. 1057), as 
amended, or the Reserve officers’ candidate program of the Navy, 
or the platoon leaders’ class of the Marine Corps, or the officer 
procurement programs of the Coast Guard and the Coast Guard 
Reserve, or appointed an ensign, United States Naval Reserve, 
while undergoing professional training; (B) agrees, in writing, 
to accept a commission, if tendered, and to serve, subject to order 
of the Secretary of the military department having jurisdiction 
over him (or the Secretary of the Treasury with respect to the 
United State Coast Guard), not less than 2 years on active duty 
after receipt of a commission; and (C) agrees to remain a mem- 
ber of a regular or reserve component until the eighth anniversary 
of the receipt of a commission; in accordance with his obligation 
under subsection (d) of section 4 of this title, shall be deferred 
from induction under this title until after completion or termina- 
tion of the course of instruction and so long as he continues in 
a regular or reserve status upon being commissioned, but shall 
not be exempt from registration. Such persons, except those per- 
sons who have previously completed an initial period of military 
training or an equivalent period of active military training and 
service, shall be required while enrolled in such programs to com- 
plete a period of training equal (as determined under regulations 
approved by the Secretary of Defense or the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury with respect to the United States Coast Guard) in duration 
and type of training to an initial period of military training. There 
shall be added to the obligated active commissioned service of any 
person who has agreed to perform such obligatory service in re- 
turn for financial assistance while attending a civilian college under 
any such training program a period of not to exceed 1 year.

(e) Fully qualified and accepted aviation cadet applicants of 
the Army, Navy, or Air Force who have signed an agreement ot 
service shall, in such numbers as may be designated by the Secre- 
tary of Defense, be deferred, during the period covered by the 
agreement but not to exceed 4 months, from induction for 
training and service under this title but shall not be exempt from 
registration.

It has come to my attention that a member of my company,

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter under date of July 29, 
1953, with enclosure. 


I regret to advise that it is impossible for any action to be taken 
from this office with respect to cancelling your present orders to report for 
induction. You must remember that these orders to report for induction have 
been in effect for over a period of a year and it was through no action, other 
than what was required by your local board, to place you in this position. The 
fact that you were a member of a National Guard unit between February 1, 1951 
and July 1, 1951, entitled you to a one year postponement. Otherwise, you would 
have been on active duty for over a year already at this date. If I remember 
correctly, your activation orders from the National Guard to the U. S. Army 
occurs sometime around August 18th or 19th, and it would appear to me that you 
should carry out your induction into the Army from the National Guard in your 
present grade rather than to attempt to delay that action depending on your 
enlistment and appointment in the U. S. Coast Guard. 


There is one possibility and I am not positive whether or not this 

11 work, That is, after you have been inducted from the National Guard into 
the armed forces for active duty, to request a discharge from the Army in order 
that you might accept a regular enlistment in the U. S. Coast Guard for the 
purpose of participating in their officer candidate program. While you are 
presently at Camp Drum it would appear that some information may be supplied 

to you by your instructive personnel as to whether this action can be completed. 
It would appear to me that it might be a possibility, where you will be required 
to complete a four year enlistment if you failed in your officer candidate pro- 
gram in the U. S. Coast Guard, that it might be sufficient grounds to warrant 
being discharged from the U. S. Army. In that way it would not be a violation 
of the Selective Service Act. Under the present Act, after orders for induction 
are issued, a registrant shall not be voluntarily enlisted in any branch of the 
service. You can understand why your local board had to advise the U. S. Coast 
Guard personnel officer in Cleveland of this fact. 


I trust this information will be of some_value.
